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£70,000 to be spent on 
town recreation Ground

FAMILIES across Haverhill will 
have a “more pleasant space” to 
enjoy the warmer weather as 
£70,000 is pledged to transform the 
town’s recreation ground. 

Consultation has begun on the 
design for an upgrade - which will 
include a new park area, new equip¬ 
ment, landscaping and better access. 

The money was allocated in 2012, 
from the St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council’s Leisure Asset Review - and 
the plan has been in the pipeline “for 
some time”. 

Cllr Sarah Stamp, cabinet member 
for leisure, hopes the revamp will be 
finished for the start of the summer 
holidays. 

She said: “We have been talking to 
local councillors, residents and other 
partners about the design, which is 
structured to allow us to add more 
equipment in future, as more fund¬ 
ing becomes available. 

“This is an investment in more 
than equipment and landscaping - it 
is about the future health and well 
being of Haverhill’s families and I 
am sure it will be welcomed and well 
used.” 

Borough councillors said the pro¬ 
ject was a “brilliant” idea. 

Cllr Anne Gower, Conservative, 
represents Haverhill North. 

She said: “I just think it’s brilliant - 
I am delighted. It’s much needed and 
I hope it will be well used, and very 
well supported.” 


Cllr Tony Brown, for UKIP, said he 
thought a shallow paddling pool for 
younger children and a sturdy set of 
climbing frames, as in East Town 
Park, should be considered. 

He said: “It would be good to have 
something that brings it up to date - 
there are a very good set of climbing 
frames in East Town Park, and I 
would like to see something like that 
in it.” 

The project has been hailed as 
“great for Haverhill, and our children 
and our local residents” by Cllr 
Maureen Byrne, Labour. 

“Money set aside for Haverhill, will 
make a tremendous difference to the 
recreation facilities,” she said. 

And Cllr Roger Andre, town mayor, 
has also praised the “investment” in 
the town. He added: “At last an 
investment in facilities for our young 
people. 

“For too long the needs of our com¬ 
munity have been overlooked. We 
welcome the innovative design and 
substantial commitment to our 
town.”

The petition is aimed at 
St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council, and is asking for 
the town’s share of the 
Council Tax Support 
Grant to be passed on 
instead of retained. 

This year alone, 
Haverhill Town Council 
had to save £32,000. Over 
the next four financial 
years an estimated 
£129,000 will be lost. 

Signatures online and 
on paper are almost at 
2,000. Once a minimum 
of 2,500 have been 
collected the petition can 
be debated at a borough 
council meeting. 

The petition organiser 
will be given five minutes 
at the most to present the 
argument - councillors 
will then have 20 minutes 
to discuss. 

The petition was 
created by the Haverhill 
and Kedington Labour 
Group.

He said: “You must 
understand that taking 
drugs into prison is ordi¬ 
narily followed by custo¬ 
dy. 

“It is very much in the 
mind of the court.”

Former school 
caretaker denies 
assaulting girls 


A FORMER school caretaker 
has pleaded not guilty to 17 
sex offences against two 
young girls. 

Robert Bambury, 75, is 
accused of offences said to 
have taken place in the 1970s 
and 1980s. 

Bambury, now of Wright 
Close, Stowmarket, is accused 
of committing some of the 
offences at Clare Middle 
School, where he was care¬ 
taker. The court heard that 
Bambury is alleged to have 
started a sexual relationship 
with a 13-year-old girl, which 
went on for four years. 

Andrew Thompson, prose¬ 
cuting at Ipswich Crown 
Court, said the girl was una¬ 
ware that similar allegations 
had been made against the

pensioner by another person. 

In a recorded interview 
shown to the jury, the girl said 
that Bambury had indecently 
touched her on numerous 
occasions at the school and at 
his house. 

At the time, she believed she 
was in love with Bambury, she 
said, but their relationship 
ended when she found a boy¬ 
friend nearer her own age. 

She said Bambury had “sto¬ 
len part of my childhood”. 

The second victim, who has 
said she was sexually assault¬ 
ed and eventually raped by 
Bambury over a period of 
seven years, decided to go to 
the police after a conversation 
with her daughter, the court 


was told. 

Mr Thompson said: “She 
had until then locked away 
the memories and had not 
thought about them for years. 
She had perhaps believed, 
naively, that this was well in 
the past and would stay 
there.” 

Bambury has pleaded not 
guilty to nine offences of 
indecent assault against one 
victim, and four offences of 
indecent assault, two of gross 
indecency with a child, one of 
inciting gross indecency with 
a female aged over 16 and one 
of rape with a second victim. 

On arrest, Bambury is said 
to have told police that he did 
not undestand why the girls 
had made the allegations up. 

The trial continues.

TWO 13-year-olds were 
approached by a man in a car 
on Saturday in Clare. 

The two teenagers were 
walking along Bridewell 
Street between 4pm and 
4.30pm when a man in a

The man is described as

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How Liam will help 
Middle East conflict

A GRADUATE is travelling to 
Israel as part of an international 
group aiming to ease conflict. 

Liam Hilton, of Girton Road, 
Haverhill, is travelling to 
Jerusalem today, where he will 
support Palestinian and Israeli 
peace activists for more than four 
months. 

The 26-year-old will work over¬ 
seas until August. 

Liam, who attended Burton End 
Primary, Chalkstone Middle and 
Samuel Ward Upper schools, will 
document human rights viola¬ 
tions during his time abroad. 

It is hoped his reports will raise 
awareness of how the current con¬ 
flict is impacting those living in 
affected areas. 

He said: “I would be lying if I said 
it was pure excitement -1 am very

daunted by it all. 

“It’s very challenging and it’s 
something I’ve never done before 
- it’s a programme open to anyone 
who wants to know more and work 
to help.” 

Liam and the rest of his group 


will also be a non-violent presence 
in the face of conflict, able to 
mediate between activists if need¬ 
ed. 

Other activities will include 
accompanying Palestinian chil¬ 
dren through Israeli checkpoints 
on their way to school, teaching 
English to people in refugee 
camps and monitoring demon¬ 
strations. 

Liam studied sociology and gen¬ 
der studies at Sussex University 
before going on to gain a Masters 
in gender development and glo¬ 
balisation at the London School of 
Economics. 

He took his A-levels at Long Road 
Sixth Form College, Cambridge. 

“My personal interests and pas¬ 
sions have always been with peace 
and justice,” he said. “This is a 
very important role, and it’s 
important the people get to hear 


the true stories of what’s going on 
there.” 

Liam, who will be based in 
Bethlehem during his stay, is 
planning to send fortnightly 
newsletters about his time over¬ 
seas and also set up a blog. 

When he returns, the 26-year-old 
will also give up to 10 presenta¬ 
tions on his time in the conflict, 
and what he discovered. 

Some of these are due to take 
place locally, he said. 

Liam’s work is part of the 
Ecumenical Accompaniment 
Programme in Palestine and Israel 
(EAPPI). The programme was 
designed by the World Council of 
Churches after a call to the inter¬ 
national community for help. 
EAPPI is implemented by Quaker 
Peace & Social Witness.

Teachers are right to 
fight for these changes 

HAVERHILL schools may not have 
been closed by the teachers’ strike 
last week, but readers should be in 
no doubt that teachers 
wholeheartedly support their 
unions’ aims.

5. That schools should be properly 
funded and working together. 
Teaching unions also recognise 
the unfair pay restraints and 
changes to the retirement age 
faced by other workers and 
support the need for all to be 
treated fairly.

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How I fought anorexia.. 



From the grips of anorexia to 
budding beauty queen; Beth 
Hall tells LYDIA FALLON how she 
conquered a devastating eating 
disorder and why she is determined 
to help others do the same. 


B ETH Hall appears to 
have it all. Blessed 
with head-turning 
looks and a personali¬ 
ty that lights up the 
room, she’s a delight. It’s not 
hard to see why she’s one of 12 
finalists competing to be 
crowned Miss England 2014 - 
she’s the quintessential beauty 
queen. 

You’d think the 23-year-old 
would be brimming with confi¬ 
dence, but in fact, behind the 
smiling public face, nothing 
could be further from the truth. 

Beth has been battling ano¬ 
rexia nervosa since the age of 
16, and over the years has also 
suffered from depression and 
bulimia; every day she faces up 
to the demons which tell her 
she’s worthless. “I’d look in the 
mirror and all I would see is a 
piggy. Every single time,” she 
tells me when we meet at her 
Oakington home. “I would 
think: ‘No wonder people bully 
me, there’s nothing attractive 
there.’ 

“Even now if people ever tell 
me I’m pretty, I don’t under¬ 
stand it. I’m so negative around 
myself.” 

Beth is one of an estimated 1.6 
million people in the UK affect¬ 
ed by an eating disorder. At the 
height of her illness she weighed 
just under five stone and would 
go days without eating, living 
on cups of black coffee and 
orange squash. 

In 2011 Beth was sectioned, 
and, after years spent in denial, 
she finally faced up to what this 
devastating illness had done to 
her. “When they told me my 
lowest weight it didn’t register. 
At the time it was just a number; 
I still thought I was fat,” remem¬ 
bers Beth. “I lost all empathy 
and emotion because of my ill¬ 
ness and my whole personality 
changed. I became isolated, 


solitary and very aggressive. I 
was stand-offish and even more 
stubborn than usual. I just 
wasn’t myself anymore, but I 
couldn’t see it.” 

Gradually that changed, and 
to meet Beth today - bursting 
with health and energy - it’s 
clear she is well on the road to 
recovery. Although the Anglia 
Ruskin student is quick to admit 
she has to take every day as it 
comes. “I still have monthly 
doctors’ appointments and I 
have a very strict routine with 
my food which if I veer out of is 
when I tend to relapse. I still 
have a very negative feel 
towards carbs and try to avoid 
them where I can. I know what’s 
good for me and what I can put 
up with eating every now and 
again, but I think the condition 
will always be there.” 

Beth hopes by sharing her 
story other sufferers will see 
that even during the darkest 
moments, there is always light 
at the end of the tunnel. “I am 
really hoping that others, who 
are either recovering or in that 
denial stage, will see that even 
though you feel pretty crap 
about yourself, there is always 
something positive - like the 
Miss England competition for 
me - to come out of it. Always,” 
Beth says with a smile. 

“When I’m walking around 
university I see some girls and I 
think: I remember being there; 


lonely, negative, unhappy. All 
you wanted was to be treated 
normally and have someone to 
vent to.” 

She pauses: “You think people 
are avoiding you like the plague, 
like you are contagious. You feel 
ugly and scary and like no one 
wants to know you because 
they feel so much pity. I remem¬ 
ber what that’s like and I want 
to help.” 

Beth believes her condition 
was most likely triggered by low 
self-confidence, a result of con¬ 
stant bullying in the school 
playground. “I used to get called 
chubby and ginger and every¬ 
thing like that, and when you’re 
young you take it to heart and 
all I could think was ‘Oh god, 
I’m so fat and ugly’ and I always 
got hung up on it,” she recalls. 

By 16 she started restricting 
her food - secretly skipping a 
meal here and there and living 
off salads. In turn, the weight 
started dropping off. “It was 
easy to miss a meal, I used to 
tell myself ‘You could do with 
losing some weight anyway 
Beth’ so it was like positive 
encouragement. I saw losing 
weight as a good thing. People 
would say ‘Wow you look so 
good, Beth’ and of course I was 
like, you were the ones who bul¬ 
lied me at school and now I look 
really good.” 

Things were escalating at an 
alarming pace, and when Beth’s

mum Tanya was diagnosed 
with skin cancer, it got even 
worse. “You never think bad 
things are going to happen to 
you,” remembers Beth. “My 
mum went into hospital and I 
basically had to take on the 
role of mum. I was looking 
after the whole house and it 
gave me the chance to forget 
food even more. I thought: 
‘Now I have an excuse to 
ignore food.’” 

By the age of 19, Beth’s 
weight was down to seven 
stone and she would often 
live off just a bag of cereal for 
the whole day. She started 
studying graphic design at 
Plymouth University but 
with no one there to look 
after her, the anorexia took 
over. “I only lasted three 
months because I became so 
underweight that I had to 
come home,” Beth says. “I 
just gave up buying food - I 
couldn’t be bothered. I would 
go like three days without 
food, and just live on coffee 
and squash. 

“I think I felt so lonely; no 
one wanted to know me and I 
felt useless, completely use¬ 
less. There was no one there 
to control me and I was losing 
control everywhere else, so I 
stuck to controlling my food.” 

Beth returned home for a 
weekend in October and the 
look on her family’s face said 
it all. “My mum weighed me 
and I was about six stone. She 
told me to promise I wouldn’t 
lose anymore, I said ‘Yes, I 
promise’ but at the time I 
couldn’t see an issue with it,” 
she says. 

Over time Beth realised she 
wasn’t coping and decided to 
leave university and move 
back home. But rather than 
help, the illness just spiralled 
even further out of control. “I 
was stuck at home with noth¬ 
ing to do and used to clean 
the whole house from top to 
bottom every day just to stop 
myself eating.” 

She continues: “The minute 
I sat down, the thoughts of 
food just got so bad. It would 
be like ‘You’re fat, you’re use¬ 
less, you’re ugly, you don’t 
need food, why are you 
thinking about food?’ Food, 
food, food, food, food...” 

At one point it got so bad 
Beth suffered an anxiety 
attack while travelling home 
on the bus. She was in com¬ 
plete turmoil. “All I was 
thinking about when I was on 
the bus was ‘What shall I eat 
for dinner?’ then ‘No I won’t 
eat that’ and then ‘Yes I will’. 
I’m just sat there with this 
conflict in my brain and I just 
had to get off the bus. It took 
over my whole life.” 

The situation soon came to 
a head in 2011 when Beth 
picked up a kidney infection 
and was immediately admit¬ 
ted to hospital. Now a shadow 
of her former self at just under 
five stone, it was touch and go 
whether she’d survive. “The 
nurse is trying to push on my 
bladder and says she can feel 
all my internal organs I was 
that thin,” recalls Beth. 

“I’d been seeing a psychia¬ 
trist before that to help, but 


was just doing it for the sake 
of it. I’d be clock watching the 
whole time, waiting for it to 
be over. I was in complete 
denial until I was actually in 
the hospital.” 

Finally realising she des¬ 
perately needed help, Beth 
took the incredibly brave 
decision to admit herself to 
the eating disorder ward at 
Addenbrooke’s. “I think I just 
realised it was make or 
break,” she says matter-of- 
factly. 

It was a heart-breaking four 
months, full of ups and 
downs (“I spent my 21st on 
the ward - it was the best 
birthday ever,” she laughs 
sarcastically), but in her 
heart Beth knew it was the 
only answer. “They give you 
therapy classes, art classes, 
interactive classes and body 
dysmorphia classes,” 
explains Beth, revealing what 
life was like on the ward. 
“They want you to express 
your own target weight and if 
you meet that they encourage 
you to go a bit further. They 
start you off with the barest 
minimum meal plans and 
then up it a little bit every 
time, hoping that by the time 
you leave you’ll have a meal 
plan which will set you up 
for the outside world.” 

What was the 
hardest part? “I j 
think spending 
so much time 
in your own 
company,” 

Beth muses. 

“At the 
beginning I 
would think 
all the nurs¬ 
es were in 
cahoots 
against me 
and just want¬ 
ed me to be fat. 

What they real¬ 
ly wanted was 
the best for us but 
you just don’t see it 
at the time.” 

At the end of the four 
months, Beth admits she was 
‘in a much better place’ and 
even felt well enough to 
return home, first as a day 
patient and then eventually 
as an outpatient. She started 


working part time at Hotel 
Chocolat and enrolled on a 
graphic design course at 
Anglia Ruskin University. 
Things looked like they were 
finally on the up, but last 
year, Beth suffered a devas¬ 
tating relapse. “I hated myself 
and became so low that I 
relapsed into bulimia. When 
I was anorexic the thought of 
bulimia was disgusting to me 
but then becoming a healthi¬ 
er weight and thinking nega¬ 
tively towards anorexia, it 
suddenly became a whole 
new world.” 

Determined to not let the 
condition take hold again, 
Beth went back to therapy 
and a year on is feeling hap¬ 
pier, healthier and hopeful 
for the future, including that 
very exciting Miss England 
competition. “I got scouted in 
December at the Birmingham 
Clothes Show,” Beth smiles, 
revealing how the competi¬ 
tion came about. “I thought 
I’d enter as a laugh and didn’t 
think I’d get any further but 
then I found out I’d got 
through to the heat. I was 
completely shell-shocked.” 

Beth is one of 12 finalists 
competing in the heat quali¬ 
fier, and if she is voted in the 
top three by public 
vote, she will secure 
k. a place in the 
Miss England 
^ semi-final in 
L May.

Police praised 
in dealing with 
domestic abuse 


VICTIMS of domestic abuse 
in Suffolk can have confi¬ 
dence in the service they 
receive from police, accord¬ 
ing to a report by the police 
watchdog. 

A national review by Her 
Majesty’s Inspectorate of 
Constabulary (HMIC) in has 
found the overall response to 
domestic abuse was not good 
enough but Suffolk was one of 
the few forces providing “a 
good service to victims”. 

In the 12 months up to 
August 2013, there were 2,861 
domestic abuse related 
crimes in Suffolk which 
accounted for 7 per cent of all 
crime in the county. 

During this period, 75 
arrests were made for every

100 domestic abuse crimes 
compared to figures nation¬ 
ally of between 45 and 90. 

Assistant Chief Constable 
David Skevington said: 
“Public confidence in polic¬ 
ing is vitally important and to 
receive a report that states 
that the public should be con¬ 
fident in the way that Suffolk 
police deal with domestic 
abuse is a credit to our staff 
and their hard work and com¬ 
mitment to deliver the best 
service and keeping people in 
Suffolk safe. Whilst we are 
pleased with the HMIC’s find¬ 
ings we continuously look at 


how we can improve the ser¬ 
vice we provide and how we 
build the confidence of those 
suffering abuse to come for¬ 
ward and speak to us.” 

HMIC recommended a 
number of improvements for 
the force, including an 
increase in the number of 
independent domestic abuse 
advisors (IDVAs). 

Suffolk Police and Crime 
Commissioner Tim Passmore 
said: “The extent and nature 
of domestic abuse in the 
county really shocks me, it is a 
huge problem but one I am 
determined to address.”

WHEN we speak, Rachel Joyce is on a train, 
dipping in and out of signal, writes Ella 
Walker. 

As The Unlikely Pilgrimage 
of Harold Fry author tries to 
list what she grew up reading, 
her voice sputtering and fizzing 
through static, we decide to give 
up, resorting to email instead. 

It's a shame, but I couldn't make 
her shout down a carriage, and in 
some ways, writing her answers 
seems more apt for a novelist who 
considers herself 'pretty quiet and 
reclusive' these days. 

| Strangely, Joyce's career actually 
began on stage, first at RADA, and 
then with the RSC where she won 
a Time Out Actress of the Year 
award for playing Nora in Ibsen's A 
Doll's House, before giving it up to 
concentrate on writing radio plays 
and raising a family (her husband, 
four children and a gaggle of 
chickens). 

"It suits me better to write,” she 
says, explaining how she doesn't 
really long for her thespian days. "And actually, I am 
using the same parts of myself when I write - I take 
what I know, what I feel, and I jump from there into 
my imagination.” 

So far, her imagination has brought us the Man 
Booker long-listed Harold Fry and 2013's critically 
acclaimed Perfect, both of which she is due to 
discuss at this spring's Cambridge Literary Festival, 
alongside Cambridgeshire author Jill Dawson ( Fred 
and Edie, The Tell-Tale Heart). 

Now based in Gloucestershire, Joyce has written 
more than 20 plays for BBC Radio 4 and, alongside 
a Tinniswood Award for best radio play in 2007, has 
also crammed in adaptations for the Classic Series 
and Woman's Hour. 

This is how The Unlikely Pilgrimage of Harold Fry, 
her debut novel, started out, as a radio play Joyce 
wrote 'for my dad when he was dying of cancer'. 

If you don't have a well-worn, twice or triple-read 
copy of your own, it tells the tale of retiree Harold 
Fry who, emotionally choked, sets out to post a 
letter to an old friend, Queenie Hennessey, who is 
dying. Instead of posting his letter in the box at the 
end of his road, Harold finds himself walking past 
it, until he realises he needs, for his own sake, to 
deliver that letter to Queenie personally. So begins a 
mammoth walk to Berwick-upon-Tweed. 

Full of kindness and tenderness, Harold's memories 
and regrets sift through his mind as he walks, leaving 
you a blubbery but smiling mess as you read. 

"In my grief, I think I needed to construct a world 
in which a dying woman might be saved,” says 
Joyce. "But I also wanted to celebrate the ordinary.” 


For several years Harold Fry was squirreled away, 
increasingly nudging at Joyce to take it further, 
before she signed up to a Faber Academy fiction 
writing course in order to transform it from play to 
fully formed novel. 

Does she find writing a book tougher than 
constructing a radio play? "Both present challenges, 
but I am very glad I have spent so many years writing 
radio drama,” she says. "It is a fantastic discipline 
and has taught me a lot about structure, pace and 
how to use dialogue.” 

The transformation was obviously a success and, 
despite being beaten in the Man Booker race by the 
unbeatable Hilary Mantel, Harold Fry became an 
international bestseller and book club staple. Why 
does she think it struck such a chord with readers? 
"People ask me this question a lot,” Joyce muses. 
"And the truth is that I don't know. I don't really 
even want to know. Because I'd rather stay inside my 
writing, than jump outside it.” 

A habitual avoider of reviews, she is 
understandably pleased with how both Harold 
Fry and Perfect have been received (understatedly 
calling the Man Booker nomination 'exciting and 
completely unexpected'), but is intent on knuckling 
down to the writing, and not fussing with what 
people think and expect of her. 

Set in the summer of 1972, Perfect follow's 
11-year-old Byron Hemmingway and his friend James 
who is convinced two seconds have been added 
into the fabric of time. The consequences could be 
devastating for Byron's mother, but for present day 
Jim, who cleans cafe tables and struggles to control 
his OCD, those life-changing two seconds mean 
something else entirely... 

Noting how much darker than Harold Fry Perfect 
is, "We run our lives according to the rule of time. 

We assume everything is going forwards and at a 
regular speed,” says Joyce. "I think it's interesting 
sometimes to wobble those rules. But the book is 
really about the fact that the course of a life can 
change in a matter of seconds.” 

She had already begun writing Perfect before 
Harold Fry was published and, when asked if she felt 
under pressure to produce a second novel as equally 
wowing as the first, notes: "I tend to run away to 
my writing shed and get lost in the story that I am 
telling. I try very hard not to judge it. 

"I did everything I could do for those stories and 
then I let them go. They stand a little apart from me 
now. They are what they are.” 

Her own 'to read' list is currently quite sparse 
(a rare finding in an author). Aside from Mrs 
Hemingway by Naomi Wood, which is on her 
bedside table, Joyce admits: "I find it difficult to 
read fiction when I am finishing a book (and I am) 
because I like to enter another world when I read. 

"That's not a good idea when you have a story of 
your own, and characters of your own, all shouting 
for some kind of resolution.”

DIVERGENT (I2A, 139 mins) 

ADAPTED from the opening book of Veronica 
Roth’s best-selling trilogy for young adults, 
Divergent is a rites of passage story baked to a 
similar recipe as The Hunger Games. 

Neil Burger's film separates a gung-ho heroine 
from the people she loves and compels her to 
undergo a series of gruelling challenges, killing 
fellow teenagers to ensure her survival. 

Spookily, the running time of the two films is 
almost identical, although this dystopian fantasy 
earns its 12A certificate without spilling as much 
innocent blood. 

Shailene Woodley, who was deservedly 
nominated for a Golden Globe opposite George 
Clooney in The Descendants, is perfectly cast as 
the teenage protagonist, who leads the rebellion 
against a corrupt system. She is the beating heart 
of the slickly engineered film and effortlessly tugs 
heartstrings in pivotal scenes of loss. 

A slow-burning romantic subplot ensures the 
target audience will swoon as the heroine suffers 
exquisite pangs of first love, while a tub-thumping 
denouement sets the scene for the next two 
instalments, Insurgent and Allegiant, released in 
2015 and 2016 respectively. 

Futuristic Chicago is divided into five factions - 
Abnegation, Amity, Candor, Dauntless and Erudite 
- which exemplify positive aspects of the human 


personality: selflessness, cordiality, honesty, 
intelligence and courage. 

On a specific day each year, 16-year-olds 
undergo an aptitude test that reveals their destiny. 

Beatrice Prior (Shailene Woodley) is poised to 
take that test. She lives in Abnegation with her 
brother Caleb (Ansel Elgort) and parents Andrew 
(Tony Goldwyn) and Natalie (Ashley Judd) but 
questions where her future lies. 

"Everyone knows where they belong, except for 
me...” she laments in voiceover. 

The results of Beatrice's test are inconclusive and 
Tori (Maggie Q), who administers the procedure 
behind closed doors, tells the 16-year-old that she 
is a Divergent. 

Beatrice must hide her status because Divergents 
threaten the finely-balanced system and are being 
hunted by Jeanine Matthews (Kate Winslet), 
strident leader of Erudite. 

Divergent feels a smidgen light on exposition and 
character development but Woodley is terrific and 
she catalyses smouldering on-screen chemistry 
with James. 

Winslet sinks her pearly whites into her first 
villainous role, and director Burger obscures 
the actress's baby bump - she was five months 
pregnant during filming - with an array of laptops 
and folders that becoming a running joke by the 
end credits.

Alan gets his 
hands dirty 


TV gardening guru Alan Titchmarsh is looking 
forward to getting his hands dirty at RHS Chelsea 
Flower Show this year. 

Instead of wearing a sharp suit to present the 
show, for the first time in 30 years, he will be 
wearing a pair of gloves and designing a garden 
instead. 

Obviously, there's a 
substantial chance it will 
be rather good, too - not 
only is Titchmarsh one of 
the country's best-known 
gardening presenters, but back 
in 1985, when Titchmarsh 
last designed a garden at 
the prestigious Chelsea, he 
was awarded an RHS Gold 
Medal for his Country Kitchen 
garden. 

He will also join forces with 
another RHS Chelsea Flower 
Show Gold Medal winner, Kate Gould, to create 
From The Moors To The Sea - a celebration of 50 
years of the RHS Britain in Bloom campaign, to 
represent how 300,000 volunteers help to make 
Britain bloom and explore Alan's relationship with 
horticulture through his life. 

"It's 50 years since I started work as an 
apprentice, so I thought I could either do a 


1960s-style garden through to the 21st century, 
but the 60s were a bit dull, all rose beds and 
lawns. So I thought, why don't I demonstrate 
where I first started, which was the Yorkshire 
moors, up to where I garden now, on the coast on 
the Isle of Wight? 

"So we will be sloping from 
moorland at the back, with dry 
stone walls, coming down to a 
seaside garden at the front. It's 
50 years of 'my journey', to use 
the X Factor phrase. 

"It's also showing the British 
Isles and its variety. Being a cool 
temperate set of islands, the 
range we can grow is incredibly 
wide and this will show the 
richness of the British Isles.'' 

He'll be featuring pines, 
heathers and birches from 
the moorland, through wild 
flowers, down to seaside plants including echiums 
and cabbage palms. It will be a 10m by 15m 
microcosm of British gardens and landscapes. 

It sounds great, but how does Titchmarsh feel 
about not presenting the Chelsea coverage for the 
first time in 30 years? 

Last year Titchmarsh announced he was 
stepping down from the BBC's coverage of

Chelsea after programme-makers offered him a 
more 'limited' role, although he remains RHS vice 
president and first ambassador. 

"[I feel] wonderful," he insists. "I'm putting a 
show garden together - I've done it before and 
I love doing it. It's technically an exhibit but will 
look like a show garden. It's not being judged but 
the same criteria and standard of finish will have 
to be there." 

"I've moved on," he continues. "There was 
disappointment but it's gone, I'm over it. There's 
no point in dwelling on things." 

It's all part of a new beginning for Titchmarsh, 
who began his career as that apprentice for llkley 
Council, before becoming the face of BBC2's 
Gardeners' World for six years until 2002. He also 
presented Ground Force , Flow To Be A Gardener 
and several natural history series, and has written 
a number of bestselling novels and has a regular 


slot on Classic FM. 

He's had eight years presenting an afternoon 
chat show too, though this is also ending after its 
last run in autumn. 

"It's better to stop doing something when you're 
still regarded as being successful, while people are 
still watching, rather than it going off the boil. It 
will be my 15th series in the autumn, that's eight 
years. 

"It's every day. Jonathan Ross and Graham 
Norton do one a week. I do five. I thought, let's 
stop while it's doing well." 

He's certainly got enough else to keep him 
occupied too, with forthcoming TV projects 
including a two-parter about the gardens of 
Buckingham Palace, out in December, a new series 
of Love Your Garden in the summer and a series 
called Britain's Best Gardens for ITV, in which he 
explores 30 of Britain's best domestic gardens.
